Optimism Marks President's Economic Message to Congress

W A SH IN G T O N , Jan. 6— (i<P,i— President Truman declared today 
the United States can offer its people 61 million jobs this year, 64 
million in five yeirs and, in the end, “ the complete elimination of 
poverty.” 


In a sober yet optimistic annual economic message, Mr. Truman 
told Congress the nation’s economy has emerged strong and stable, 
and with reborn confidence, from its postwar crisis. 


The way lies open, he said, for a rise in national income equal to 
nearly $1,000 a year for every family by 1954. His startling state­ 
ment seemed to mean an average American family income above 
$5,000 four years hence.

Mr. Truman called on business, labor and farmers--as well as the 
government--to rise to the '‘magnificent challenge" ahead: A steady 
growth of income, employment and production to hitherto unknown 
levels. 


The president added two points to his legislative want-list: Stand- I 
by powers to control credit, and more liberal loan terms for little 
business he again asked a "moderate” tax increase. 
But he proclaimed this turning-point in national policy: 
Prices—with some “ outstanding" exceptions*-art generally close 
to the level where they should stay. "The basic economic problem ! 
facing the country now is not inflation.” 
As for wages, the administration hopes to keep hands off. "These ! 


adjustments." Mr. Truman said, "arc now in the hands of manage­ 


ment and labor. That is where they should remain.” 
The economic message, read to both Houses of Congress by clerks, 
was the second of a trio of early-sesston reports submitted to the 
lawmakers by the president. 


The first, on Wednesday, was the state of the union message. On

he was a man of action is evi­ 
dent from the fact that he threw 
in his lot enthusiastically w ith 
the new movement. That he was 
able to live a concentrated life is 
evident from the fact that he 
turned his back on a prosperous 
fishing business because of his 
new vision and idealism. 


Peter the Denier 
One of the most humiliating 
episodes in all the Christian rec­ 
ord is the story of Peter’s denial 
of his Lord on the night Jesus 
was arrested, but no one can even 
guess the depths of his penitence 
once that he had recognized the 
sham efulness of his act. 


Let it be said to the credit of 
the other disciples that none of 
them ever threw it up to him. 
Nowhere in all the N ew Testa­ 
m ent is there any other mention 
made of the circumstances. It is 
as if the Church, having forgiven 
him, determined never to say an­ 
other word about it. 


A little girl frightened him and 
made a liar out of him. 
He can 
be defended, of course, but that 
does not change the fact, and this 
world requires a type of man 


On the day that Peter stood ut 
before that Pentecost crowd anc 
declared his faith in the crucified 
Jesus, he knew that the throng 
out in front of him was liberally 
sprinkled with informers and se­ 
cret agents who would turn him 
over to the Romans in a minute 
if he made the slightest mistake 
Peter was also w ell aware that 
the Jesus whom he named as his 
Lord had been crucified as an 
enemy of the Empire, a sedition­ 
ist, and a disturber. 
It wasn’t 
true of course, but that was the 
record in the court, and any man 
who announced him self as a friend 
of such a “felon” was immediately 
suspect himself. 
In all the New Testament there 
is no record of any act braver or 
more daring than Peter’s preach 
ing of that Pentecost sermon.

not 
frighten him now! 


What Made the Difference? 
The whole world ought to be 
interested in knowing how a man 
such as Peter was could become 
the man this lesson represents 
him as being.

Reader’s Digest leaves out the extraordi­ 
nary 
expenditures of the World War 
II 
y ears—1941-45. It then lists President Tru­ 
man’s spending from the 1946 fiscal year to 
the end of September, 1949. It adds up to 
over $191,000,000,000—nearly $12,000,000,000 
more than all his 32 predecessors spent ex­ 
cept for the 1941-1945 period. 
Here is a very revealing 
picture of the 
way the nation Jias gone. It is true that con­ 
ditions have changed over the years. But it 
is also true that the government has ex­ 
panded in every direction to a point far 
greater than most of us realize. Mr. Truman 
is now a symbol of that expansion, but he 


is not the major cause. Pressure groups of 


every kind have grown infinitely more a- 


dept and powerful, and officeholders of both 
parties have fallen into line. The results are 
our huge budgets, with recurring federal 
deficits in spite of these budgets. 


A noteworthy development is the concern 
over our fiscal affairs which is being ex­ 
pressed by people who are not conserva­ 
tives. Speaking of taxes and deficits, Dor­ 
othy Thompson says, “This appalling dis­ 
crepancy between what is spent and what 
is raised occurs when the national income 
is near the highest in history! It is an ab­ 
solutely reckless example of the spirit of 
‘after us the deluge.’ ” 
A great deal more 
pressure to cut the cost of government may 
be expected in the future than in the past. 


Is War Necessary? 


Are wars necessary? This age-old ques­ 
tion 
is asked anew by Gen. 
H. H. “Hap” 
Arnold, former commanding general of the 
Air Force. Writing in the New York Times, 
he recalls the Spanish War. That witnessed 
a great hullabaloo by press and public men 
on the crimes of the Spanish in Cuba. Final­ 
ly when Spain, anxious to avert a war at 
any cost, offered to satisfy every complaint 
of the United States, public sentiment had 
been so worked up that President McKinley 
did not venture to accept the Spanish terms. 
The people were supposed to want war, 
and the administration apparently believed 
that its first duty 
was to give the people 
what they wanted. 
There is a lesson in this, as General Arn­ 
old says.

NEW YORK—(/Pl—It is a ?ad 
and bitter thing to see a great 
newspaper die. 
And that s the way it was this 
week when the famous New York 
Sun ceased publication as a sep­ 
arate entity after more than 116 
years. 
Bought by publisher Roy How­ 
ard, its good will and name will

—was dead. That is the way the 
men and women who put it out 
felt. 
After the paper had been put 
to bed for the last time, they 
held a wake for it in a nearby 
bar. It was the quietest wake in 
newspaper history. 
Only about a score of the edi­ 
torial staff of 190 attended the 
informal 
obsequies. 
The rest, 
stunned, had simply gone home. 
An odd thing about the wake 
was that few of the men and 
women talked about how the 
shutdown would affect them ­ 
selves, how hard it would be for 


most of them to find new jobs 
in an overcrowded field. 
They kept their personal, prob­ 
lems to themselves. What they 
wanted to talk about was their 
paper, the New York Sun, which 
some of them had worked on for 
35 to 45 years. For a newspaper 
staff, like an army, has pride 
of service. And the Sun had been 
America’s first “newspaperman’s 
newspaper.” 
“How could anything 116 year a 
old die?” Asked one reporter, 
unbelievingly. 
Pulitzer-prize winning reporter 
Malcolm Johnson, who wrote the 
story of the Sun’s sale, told them 
all he knew. He said the assign­ 
ment was given to him by 70- 
ycar~o!d executive editor Keats 
Speed, one of New Y orks best- 
loved editors. And he said Speed 
wept when he gave it to him. 
Johnson worked all day in se­ 
cret on the story—so the Sun 
wouldn’t be scooped on its last 
day. And when he handed in the 
story, the city editor read the 
first page, and broke into tears. 
He asked Johnson if he would like 
a byline. 
“ I told him that was a story 
no Sun reporter would want a 
byline on,” Johnson said. And 
it bore no byline. 
The men talked at the bar about 
some of the great Sun reporters 
of the past—Frank Ward O’­ 


Malley 
and Richard 
Harding 
Davis. 
A few were bitter. They ques­ 
tioned the management explana­ 
tion that the Sun’s sale had 
been made necessary by rising 
production costs and falling cir­ 
culation and advertising revenue. 
These factors hart? helped kill 
many metropolitan dailies in the4 
last half century. 
“The paper pjust wasn’t in atuo

with the people like it was in 
Dana*! day,” said one young re­ 
porter. 
Others differed. There were 
many attempts at diagnosis. But 
postmortems don’t bring any­ 
thing back to life. The Sun had 
set. That was the numbing fact. 
And they felt that the part of 
their life they had put into it 
was dead now, too. 
But most of all they felt the 
dying of a tradition they had 
belonged to, a tradition that be­ 
gan 116 years ago and which 
they had carried on. They hoped 
they could help carry it on at 
the new address. 
The wake didn’t last long. Most 
of the newsmen and women shook 
hands and left the bar early. 
They threw a farewell glance 
across the street, where the dark­ 
ened ,Sun building stood, lit by 
bright moonlight and many, many 
memories.

Progress During Half A Century 
By George E. Sokolsky 


In 1900, no one questioned the 
ownership of colonies. It was 
taken for granted that the sun 
never sets on the Union Jack. 
France, Holland, Belgium and 
Portugal poascssed Sands in var­ 
ious parts of the globe. The B an­ 
ians tried to build an empire but 
came into this picture a little 
late. The fact that Germany also 
arrived too late was one of the 
principal causes 
of World War I

This vast colonial power includ­ 
ed numerous races, peoples, re-

by police force. 
Great 
Bntian’s empire 
was 
very different. First of all it 
was scattered over the face of 
the earth. Secondly, it was so 
varied in form and organization. 
Thirdly, it was held together by 
sea-power and economic facili­ 
ties centering in London. Finally, 
much of it remained within the 
empire neither by force nor ne­ 
cessity but voluntarily. 
It was in 1776 that the first 
notable chunk broke away, name­ 
ly, the United States of Ameri­ 
ca. By the Durham report on 
Canada (1838) a device came into 
being, 
namely, the 
dominion 
formula, by which colonies could 
be wholly self-governing and 
yet be tied to the empire. This de­ 
ice eventually included Canada. 
Australia, New Zealand, and the 
Union of South Africa which 
had only recently been brought 
in afte: 
the Boer War. There 
was India with a variety of gov­ 
ernments and arrangements. Then 
there were a number of crown 
colonies, protectors, concessions, 
settlements and spheres of in­ 
fluence. It was a grand empire, 
with pomp and ceremony and a 
wonderful navy and army and a 
cvril service equalled by none. 
By 1914, this colonial system, 
closely tied in with the colonies 
of France, Holland and Belgium, 
was in peril. The Prussians who 
had come into control of Germany 
by 1870, were battering the em­ 
pire for power and trade. Ger­ 
man 
commercial agents 
were 
every where and a competent body 
of men they were. The da feat 
of Germany in World War I did 
not aid Great Britain. Rather, 
it implemented Woodrow Wilson’s 
nationalistic 
doctrine or 
self- 
determination. 
The British felt the effects of 
its first in India, where, under 
the Congress party and the ideal­ 


ism of Mohandas Gandhi, a na­ 
tionalistic movement grew' into 
an effectiveness which challeng­ 
ed British power between World 
War I and World War II and 
finally dismissed it after World 
War II. In China, after the 1925 
revolution, the British were forc­ 
ed to give up nearly every pow'er 
they had exacted since the Treaty 
of Nanking in 1842: they man­ 
aged only to hold their colony in 
Hongkong. 
The 
Malay Peninsula 
and 
Burma were rife with Communist I 
propaganda. Egypt was separated I 
but the management of the Suez 
Canal had been retained. The 
Arabian kingdom, so assiduously 
erected during World War I and \ 
and nurtured since, were involv­ 
ed in wars with Israel and in 
intrigues amongst themselves for 
power. 
Only the dominions stand firm 
in 1950-—the self governing do­ 
minions, independent, economic­ 
ally stronger than the empire. 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
peopled by immigrants from Eng­ 
land (and France in the case of 
Canada), racially, religously, cul­ 
turally remain tied to the British 
crown. The Union of South Africa 
at times gave evidence of weak­ 
ening but, on the eve of 1950, 
still stands by England. And this 
Is interesting to note: both Hin­ 
dustan and Pakistan were more 
kindly in their attitudes toward 
Britain at the end of 1949 than 
had been true since 1918. 
Colonialism is not yet dead. 
The greatest colonizing power 
in 1950 is Soviet Russia, which 
has captured 
Eastern 
Europe 
to the Elbe River and the whole 
of China, thus establishing one 
of the largest, most heterogenous 
masses of humanity under one 
rule. 
The British 
empire is 
smaller but still strong. Japan 
and the Philippines are closely 
associated with the United States. 
The world is in Lux.

Indian religious beliefs. 
“It’$ a better imitation of a 
serpent than the Adams County 
mound, but not so large,” said. 
Mallery of his latest find. “It 


surrounds an artificial pond and as 
at the Adams County mound there 
is an egg in the mouth of the 
serpent.” 
Finding of the alleged serpent 
mound in 
Ross County recalls 
the “Scoville Mound” in Morrow

Few Changes in Prices of Food 
Sa b in a 


(By The Aseociated Preeel 
Several cuts of beef were a 
little cheaper in many market 
centers this week, but retail food 
prices as a whole were holding 
steady as the new year opened. 
Even pork and egg prices, which 
had been skidding for several 
weeks, leveled off this week. In ­ 
creasingly 
heavy 
supplies 
of 
both promised an early resump­ 
tion. of the downtrend, however. 
Some highly competitive chain 
stores quoted sirlin steak two 
to IO cents a pound below last 
Thursday and Friday. The mark­ 
downs were generally less on beef 
rib roasts and other heavier items. 
Vegetables About Same 
On the produce shelves, minor 
reductions were noted this week 
on cabbage, carrots, celery, cu­ 
cumbers and fresh strawberries. 
Broccoli and green peppers were 
a little higher. 
Lettuce was about unchanged 
but market spokesman said good 
quality 
lettuce was 
relatively I 
scarce and prices probably would 
edge higher by the coming week­ 
end Frost, heavy rain and other 
unfavorable weather in California 
and Arizona damaged supplies. 
Hothouse rhubarb from Michi­ 
gan was reaching eastern mar­ 
kets in volume for the first time I 
this season, bolstering California I 
shipments. New York received a 
sizeable shipment of tomatoes all j 
the way from the Canary Islands, I 
off the coast of Africa. 
Some domestic onion growers | 
complained 
they were 
having 
trouble marketing their crop be­ 
cause onions imported from Rus­ 


sian-controlled 
H u n g a r y and, 
Chehoslovakia were selling at low ­ 
er prices. A department of agri- I 
culture market reporter disclosed 
that 10,000 bags of onions from 
Hungary (108 to 110 pounds per 
bag) and about 1,000 from Ceeho- 
slavakia were unloaded in New 
York during the past two months, 
but said this was only a minor 
fraction of the city’s total onion 
receipts. 
Food promised to be much in 
the legislative new’s spotlight as 
the new session of Congress open­ 
ed this week. 


Food and 
Legislation 
President Truman in his state 
of the union message called for a 
method of 
farm price 
support? 
which avoids “ piling up of un­ 
manageable surpluses and allows 
consumers to obtain the full bene- j 
fit of abundant farm production.” j 
The administration recommends 
allowing perishable foods to sell ; 
at whatever prices they will bring { 
in the open market, then having I 
the government pay farmers the 
difference between those prices 
and an estmated “ fair” return. 
Many big farm organizations are 
fiercely opposed to discarding the 
present plan under which the 
government buys enough farm J 
products to keep prices from fall- j 
ing below support levels. 
The Senate’s first major new 
business is the House-approved ; 
bill to abolish the 10-cents-a- ■ 
pound tax on yellow-colored oleo­ 
margarine and other oleo levies. 
The measure has long been bitter­ 


ly fought by senators from dairy 
states. 
Also Senator Guy Gillette (D- 
Iowa) has announced the agricul­ 
ture subcommittee he heads will 
soon reopen public hearings into 
prices of coffee, milk and bread. 
The hearings were recessed for the 
holidays. 
The Dun & Bradstreet Whole­ 
sale food price index this week 
advanced one cent to $5.73 and 
I compared with $0.12 a year ago. 
The figure represents the total 
wholesale cost of a pound each 
of 31 foods in general use. 


Library Here 


Has Busy Year 


Circulation Total 
More Than 41,000 


The year 1949 was a busy one 
for the Carnegie Public Library 
in Washington C. H., according 
to figures released today by Miss 
Elizabeth J. Johnson, librarian. 
Circulation of books in Wash­ 
ington C. H. totaled 41,589, com­ 
pared to 40,973 in 1948. Circula­ 
tion figures, expected to run in 
the thousands, were not in from 
the county yet. 
Helping to boost the circulation 
were the youngsters who with­ 
drew 10,435 fiction and non-fic­ 
tion books in the juvenile depart­ 
ment. The 1948 figure in this de­ 
partment w'as 8,787. 
Miss Johnson 
said 
her 
1949 
figures showed that there were 
7,267 
active 
borrowers 
on 
the 
library list. During the past year 
there were 481 new borrowers 
compared to 454 during 1948. 
To help make things more inter­ 
esting for the readers the library 
added 1,010 books to its shelves. 
Included in this total were 530 
adult books and 480 juvenile books. 
Close tab on borrowers is kept 
by 
the 
librarians. 
They 
go 
through the list of borrowers and 
remove cards of those who are 
no longer active. 
Totals of the number of books 
circulated in both the city and 
county are kept. The 1949 report 
indicated that reading was a much 
indulged in habit for residents of 
Washington C. H. and surround­ 
ing area.
